In this agree- 
ment George Purvin transferred to Commodore Portable Typewriter — 
Go. Ltd. all his right, title and interest in and to any shares 
which he owned in your corporation upon a cancellation of his 
indebtedness in the sum of $25,000.00. .

; ne There was delivered to Mr. Purvin for cancellation 


the note in the sum of $25,000. He delivered to us his written 
resignation as an officer and director of Commodore Portable 
Typewriter Co. Ltd. and a stock power transferring to you all 
of the shares which he owned in your corporation. I am also 
enclosing herewith the original resignation and stock power, 
Since the shares orlginally owned by Mr. Purvin were being 
held by Powell Morgan, it is important that you obtain a release 
of these shares and attach to such shares the enclosed assignment 
and that the shares be thereupon transferred on the books of 
the company from standing in the name of Mr. Purvin to Treasury 
Shares, The agreement herewith enclosed contains other prov- 
-isions to numerous to set forth at length herein, However,

S. Mr. Purvin executed and delivered to us his resignation 
as an officer and director of Commodore Business Machines, Inc., 
Superior Typewriter Company, Inc., and Herals Square Business 
Machines, Inc. The originals of these will be placed in the 
minute books of the respective companies.

Square Business Machines, Inc. and Superior Typewriter Company, 
Inc, are missing at the moment, I obtained from Mr. Purvin 4 
letter, a copy of which is hereto attached, in which he confirmed 
the fact that his shares in said company were heretofore assigned 


to you. 


6. The foregoing transaction was closed with the further 
understanding that a letter was to be received from Commodore 

Sales Acceptance, Ltd. indicating that they and C. Powell Morgan 
have no claims against George Purvin. This letter was subsequently

1. The stock certificate standing in the name 
of George Purvin should be appropriately transferred to your

of account to reflect the cancellation of the indebtedness. 


3. Appropriate action should be taken on George 
Purvin's resignation as an officer and director of your company. 


4, A further search should be made for the stock 
certificates of Herald Square Business Machines, Inc. and 
Superior Typewriter Co. Inc. in order to attempt to locate them 
and if they are located, they should be forwarded to me.

1. Minutes of a Board Meeting of Commodore Business 4

These should be appropriately executed and returned to me.
